On  a  warm,  early  autumn  day  in  September, 
Lasell  inaugurated  its  eighth  president  since 
1851.  Representatives  from  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  the  City  of  Newton,  Harvard 
University,  Endicott  College,  Wellesley  College 
and  more  than  40  other  New  England  colleges 
and  universities  joined  Lasell  faculty,  staff,  stu- 
dents and  friends  to  welcome  President  Thomas 
E.  J.  de  Witt. 

"The  future  of  Lasell  lies  with  change,"  Presi- 
dent de  Witt  told  his  inaugural  audience.  In  this 
issue  of  the  Lasell  Bulletin,  the  new  president  is 
interviewed  about  some  of  the  changes  he  is 
planning  for  Lasell.  He  is  a  man  with  a  strong 
sense  of  history  and  a  pragmatic  view  of  the  fu- 
ture. His  goals  are  to  improve  the  college's  mod- 
ern appeal  while  retaining  its  rich  tradition. 

Lasell's  Early  Childhood  Education  (ECE)  pro- 
gram will  be  one  of  the  first  to  reflect  the  effects 
of  President  de  Witt's  leadership.  The  Bulletin 
takes  an  in-depth  look  at  one  of  the  college's 
fastest-growing  academic  programs  and  the 
plans  to  expand  this  program's  marketability. 

Finally,  meet  the  Cole/French  family.  Three 
generations  of  women  in  this  family  have  at- 
tended Lasell.  From  the  graduate  of  1931  to  the 
graduate  of  1988,  the  Cole/French's  provide  a 
living  example  of  how  Lasell  has  changed,  yet 
how  it  has  remained  the  same  over  the  years.

At  his  recent  inauguration,  Dr. 
Thomas  E.J.  de  Witt —  Lasell's 
eighth  president  in  13  7 years 
—  accepted  the  challenge  of 
leading  the  college  into  the 
21st  century,  with  "one  eye  to 
tradition  and  the  other  to  the 
market  place. " 

Lasell's  new  president  plans 
to  change  the  college's  name, 
expand  several  programs  to 
four-year,  baccalaureate  de- 
gree-granting status,  and  pro- 
vide market  appeal  and  eco- 
nomic stability  for  Lasell's  fu- 
ture. 

"Just  as  we  seek  to  encour- 
age women  to  empower  them- 
selves and  to  become  risk-tak- 
ers, so  we  as  a  small  institution 
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must  be  willing  to  reassess  our  role  and  its  rele- 
vance for  the  future,"  President  de  Witt  says. 
"But  those  dreams  that  we  have,  those  risks 
we're  willing  to  take,  must  be  manageable.  I 
want  to  set  goals  that  we  can  achieve." 

Lasell  is  at  an  important  point  in  its  history,  he 
says,  a  point  of  view  shared  by  many  faculty  and 
trustees. 

Support  from  alumnae  has  never  been 
stronger,  but  the  college's  enrollment  is  at  its 
lowest  point  in  55  years.  Stu- 
dents are  seeking  the  special  at- 
tention and  support  for  growth 
that  is  offered  at  Lasell.  But  it  is 
precisely  because  of  that  sup- 
port, which  builds  self-confi- 
dence, that  students  leave  Lasell 
to  pursue  more  education.  As 
more  and  more  small  colleges, 
and  women's  institutions  in  par- 
ticular, disappear  from  the  edu- 
cational community,  President 
de  Witt  is  determined  to  keep 
Lasell  alive  and  vibrant. 


"Small  colleges  succeed  be- 
cause they  do  many  things  right. 
It's  not  one  idea,  one  leader  or 
one  policy  that  makes  the  differ- 
ence, it's  doing  all  the  little 

things  and  accomplishing  goals  through  team  ef- 
fort," he  says.  "Faculty,  administrators,  staff, 
alumnae,  students  ...  we're  going  to  accomplish 
this  together. 

"Lasell  will  always  remain  primarily  a  two-year

institution  offering  special  attention  to  our  stu- 
dents," President  de  Witt  emphasizes.  "However, 
we  must  respond  to  the  needs  of  today's  young 
women.  Adding  four-year  programs  offers  stu- 
dents more  choices,  academically  and  in  careers, 
and  brings  the  college  into  the  mainstream  of 
women's  higher  education." 

President  de  Witt's  strong  commitment  to 
women's  institutions  is  long-standing.  Before  ac- 
cepting the  leadership  of  Lasell,  he  served  as  ex- 
ecutive vice  president  at  Endi- 
cott  College,  director  of  finance 
and  business  affairs  at  Regis  Col- 
lege and  was  a  visiting  assistant 
professor  at  Wellesley  College. 
But  even  more  than  those  expe- 
riences, he  says  that  it  is  the  in- 
fluence of  his  wife,  Margaret  E. 
Ward,  Ph.D,  and  family  that 
have  shaped  his  views  and 
beliefs  about  women  and  edu- 
cation. 


The  new  president's  house- 
hold on  campus  is  typical  of 
today's  two-career  families.  Mar- 
garet is  a  full  professor  at  Welle- 
sley College  and  the  couple  has 
two  young  sons,  Nelson,  seven, 
and  Derek,  three.  "We  both 
work,  we  both  take  care  of  the 
home  and  the  children,"  President  de  Witt  says. 
"I  always  believed  in  helping  at  home  with  the 
dishes,  shopping,  sharing  of  childcare.  Margaret 
and  I  support  each  other  in  our  careers  and  share

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all  aspects  of  our  lives.  It  comes 
very  naturally. 

"The  concept  of  social  justice 
is  one  I  learned  while  growing 
up.  My  mother  was  a  union  or- 
ganizer in  Canada  and  is  a 
woman  of  strong  moral  convic- 
tions. Margaret  heightened  my 
understanding  of  both  the  op- 
portunities and  ob- 
stacles facing  profes- 
sional women.  She  is  a 
strong  supporter  of 
women's  rights  and  I'm 
also  very  attuned  to  this 
issue.  It  really  has  less 
to  do  with  women  be- 
cause they  are  women 
and  more  to  do  with 
social  injustices  — 
abstract  values  estab- 
lished without  ethical 
considerations,"  he 
says. 

"Lasell  has  a  proud 
tradition  of  speaking 
out  for  women.  During 
my  presidency,  I  intend 
to  continue  that  tradi- 
tion and  the  college 
will  continue  to  intro- 
duce new  programs 
responsive  to  women's 
needs." 

President  de  Witt's  vision  for 
Lasell's  future  reaches  into  the 
next  century.  His  goal  is  to 
establish  Lasell  as  a  vibrant 
institution  with  a  regional  repu- 
tation in  key  academic  and 
career  programs.  Expanding 
Lasell's  sought-after  programs 
to  four  years  is  just  a  start. 

"I  would  like  to  see  a  strong 
mix  of  two-year  and  four-year 
students  and  an  international 
program  offering  women  the 
experience  of  learning  and  liv- 
ing outside  the  United  States," 
he  says. 


Plans  are  being  formulated 
for  a  strengthened  residential 
life  program  and  improved 
athletic  facilities.  The  establish- 
ment of  an  international  pro- 
gram is  already  underway 
beginning  with  an  exchange 
program  with  Shinonome 
Junior  College  in  Japan.

"We  need  to  become  a  real 
asset  to  the  western  Boston 
suburbs,  a  more  prominent 
community  resource,"  the 
president  says.  He  seeks  a 
more  active  community  role  for 
the  college  through  providing 
corporate  outreach,  programs 
for  career  women,  more  child- 
care  options  for  com- 
munity families  and 
even  establishing  a 
creative  arts  center  for 
children's  theatre  and 
music  and  community 
events. 

Most  of  all,  President 
de  Witt  envisions  a 
strong  endowment  that 
opens  access  to  the  col- 
lege for  more  young 
women  seeking  Lasell's 
hallmark  —  special 
attention  and  support 
that  helps  build  self- 
confidence.  "We  will 
continue  to  graduate 
articulate,  resourceful, 
mature  women,  ready 
for  the  challenges  of 
being  successful  and 
productive  members 
of  society  —  alumnae 
who  can  speak  for 

themselves  and  for  Lasell," 

he  says. 

"It  would  be  tragic  to  not 
have  women's  institutions.  And 
it  would  be  a  shame  if  students 
did  not  have  the  choice  of  a 
small  college  over  a  large  uni- 
versity. There  is  a  place  for 
Lasell,  there  will  be  a  need  for 
Lasell,  in  the  future." 
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BUILDING  ON  TRADITION 


President  de  Witt  believes  in  setting  down-to-earth  goals 
that  will  strengthen  the  college  and  provide  for  its  vitality  in 
the  future. 

Beginning  with  a  change  in  the  college's  name  from  Lasell  Jun- 
ior College  to  Lasell  College:  A  Two-Year  College  for  Women,  the 
president  and  Board  of  Trustees  are  looking  to  the  marketplace 
and  the  needs  of  today's  women  to  determine  new  directions  for 
Lasell. 

"The  term  'junior'  has  negative  connotations  for  many  students 
today,"  President  de  Witt  explains.  "It  is  also  limiting  for  our  stu- 
dents because  in  many  careers,  an  associate's  degree  is  no  longer 
considered  adequate  training." 

In  response  to  the  need  for  more  highly-trained  graduates,  the 
college  is  planning  to  expand  its  Early  Childhood  Education,  Ho- 
tel, Restaurant  and  Travel  Administration,  and  Fashion  Merchandis- 
ing/Retail programs  from  two-year  to  full,  four-year,  baccalaureate- 
degree  granting  status.  "These  are  programs  that  are  increasingly 
popular  with  our  students.  There  is  a  growing  demand  for  profes- 
sionals in  these  fields  and  our  programs  are  among  the  best  in  the 
state,"  President  de  Witt  says. 

"If  we  are  going  to  continue  to  be  responsive  to  the  career  aspi- 
rations of  young  women,  we  must  offer  them  more  choices." 

Future  choices  may  include:  study  at  a  center  for  Management 
and  Entrepreneurial  Studies  for  students  aspiring  to  establish  their 
own  companies;  experience  at  a  bed  and  breakfast  located  in 
Plummer  House,  managed  and  run  by  students  in  the  hotel  pro- 
gram; and  new  programs  in  the  areas  of  communication  and 
daycare  management. 

"Lasell's  new  endeavors  will  be  built  upon  its  traditional 
strengths,"  President  de  Witt  says  with  conviction.  "We're  not  really 
attempting  something  new  and  different,  we're  just  doing  more  of 
what  we  do  very  well." 
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Early  Childhood  Education: 
Growing  and  Changing 


n  Monday  mornings,  Lynda  Hester,  '89, 
beads  for  her  "laboratory"  to  do  her 
weekly  research.  But  Lynda's  "lab  work" 
involves  neither  chemicals  nor  animals.  Instead, 
she  and  another  57 students  enrolled  in  the 
Early  Childhood  Education  program  learn  from 
and  eventually  teach  50 pre-schoolers  at  Lasell's 
Rockwell  Child  Study  Center. 

"They  have  an  excellent  program  here.  We  get 
experience  working  with  the  children  and  learn 
a  lot  about  development  in  the  classroom,"  says 
Lynda,  who  wants  to  be  an  elementary  school 
teacher. 

Lasells  Early  Childhood  Education  (ECE)  pro- 
gram is  one  of  the  most  popular  majors  at  the 
college.  When  the  college  administration  de- 
cided to  apply  to  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Re- 
gents for  permission  to  grant  four-year  degrees  in 
some  fields  (see  page  5),  ECE  was  an  obvious 
choice.  The  formal  application  will  go  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  next  spring. 

"We  decided  to  expand  the  ECE  program  for  a 
number  of  reasons,  including  the  excellence  of 
the  curriculum  and  the  way  the  Child  Study  Cen- 
ter offers  students  the  opportunity  for  a  hands-on 
teaching  experience,"  says  Cathy  Livingston, 
Ph.D,  interim  dean  of  academic  affairs. 

"The  college  will  retain  the  two-year  option  for 
those  who  wish  to  go  directly  into  a  career  or 
transfer  to  another  school,"  she  explains.  "But 
moving  to  a  four-year  program  will  make  Lasell 
graduates  even  more  competitive  in  the  job 
market."

In  addition  to  the  expanded 
academic  program,  the  college 
will  also  establish  a  new 
daycare  center  which  will  in- 
clude an  infant-toddler  pro- 
gram. Slated  to  open  next  Sep- 
tember, at  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year,  the  new  center 
will  be  located  in  the  Barn. 
Special  renovations  to  the  Barn 
to  accommodate  the  daycare 
center  will  begin  in  December. 

"The  new  center  will  give 
students  the  opportunity  to 
work  with  a  wider  age-range  of 
children,"  says  Paula  De 
Angelis  Panchuck,  assistant 
professor  and  director  of  ECE. 
Professor  Panchuck  works 
closely  with  Shirley  Vara 
Gallerani,  '53,  who  runs  the 
Lasell  Child  Study  Center  in 
Rockwell  House.  Both  are  de- 
lighted with  the  growing  popu-

"We  were  in  the  vanguard 
when  we  opened  Rockwell  in 
1956  —  there  weren't  too  many 
nursery  schools  around  then," 
she  says.  "With  the  new 
daycare  center,  we  can  offer 
the  finest  daycare  just  as,  for  30 
years,  we  have  provided  an 
outstanding  preschool.  We 
want  to  be  responsive  to  the 
social  need  for  daycare,  and  at 
the  same  time  serve  our  stu- 
dents by  providing  more 
choices  and  opportunities  for 
hands-on  training."

"Our  enrollment  is  a  sign  that 
young  people  are  attaching 
great  importance  to  the  teach- 
ing of  young  children,"  says 
Professor  Panchuck,  whose  of- 


Director  Gallerani  agrees 
that  the  new  center  can  only 
enhance  the  strong  theoretical- 
practical  focus  of  the  ECE 
program.  In  addition  to  the 
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classes  they  take  to  satisfy 
Lasell's  core  curriculum  re- 
quirements, the  students  en- 
rolled in  ECE  take  extra  liberal 
arts  classes  and  courses  in  psy- 
chology, early  childhood  de- 
velopment, and  the  exceptional 
child.  Students  planning  to  go 
directly  into  a  career  after 
graduation  take  additional 
courses  in  art,  music,  math  and 
science  for  young  children. 

Their  valuable  teaching  ex- 
perience takes  place  at  the 
Child  Study  Center  in  Rockwell 
House,  a  spacious  stucco  Victo- 
rian complete  with  three  play- 
grounds. 

As  freshmen,  students  ob- 
serve and  take  notes  on  Rock- 
well pre-school  classes  once  a 
week,  then  discuss  their  obser- 
vations in  a  weekly  seminar. 
First-semester  seniors  attend 
the  center  four  hours  a  week. 
In  the  second  semester,  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  go  directly 
to  work  upon  graduation 
student-teach  three  days  a 
week,  designing  and  imple- 
menting activities  under  the 
direction  of  qualified  teachers. 

The  Rockwell  staff  offers 
convincing  proof  that  ECE 
graduates  can  be  very  success- 
ful in  their  field.  Many  of  them 
attended  Lasell.  Besides  direc- 
tor Gallerani,  '53,  Kathryn  Mor- 
gan Lucey,  '67,  teaches  three- 
year-olds,  Anne  Sutherland 
Rollins,  '60,  is  assistant  director 
and  a  teacher  of  the  four-year- 
old  class,  and  Patricia  Ryan 
Cantin,  '63,  also  teaches  four- 
year-olds. 

"All  our  staff  are  highly 
trained  because  they  not  only 
teach  the  children,  they  also 
supervise  our  Lasell  students," 
explains  director  Gallerani. 


"Unlike  some  colleges, 
which  put  a  child  study  center 
under  the  supervision  of  the 
psychology  department,  ours  is 
tied  to  the  education  depart- 
ment. We're  training  teachers, 
and  that  means  our  expecta- 
tions are  different." 

Andrea  Hansen,  '89,  is  one 
student  who  feels  Lasell  has 
given  her  just  what  she  needs. 
"I  came  to  Lasell  because  I 
liked  the  small-school  atmos- 
phere, and  the  people  were 
nice.  And  because  of  the  ECE 
program  —  I  knew  I  wanted  to 
work  with  children,"  she  says. 
Andrea  worked  in  a  home- 
based  daycare  facility  during 
her  freshman  year  and  hopes 
to  open  her  own  family  child- 
care  in  Sherborn,  Mass.,  after 
graduation  next  spring. 

And  after  that? 

"I'm  waiting  until  Lasell  gets 
its  four-year  accreditation.  I 
want  to  come  back  for  my 
B.A.,"  smiles  Andrea.

Tradition  is  not  a  word  to  be  taken  lightly 
at  the  nation 's  oldest  private  two-year  col- 
lege for  women,  and  for  one  Plymouth 
family  the  Lasell  tradition  is  one  that  has  been 
taken  to  heart,  one  generation  to  the  next. 

Mildred  "Billie"  Bell  Cole  started  it  all  in  1929- 
She  enrolled  at  Lasell  during  the  year  of  the 
Great  Depression.  Since  that  time  she  has 
watched  her  two  daughters  graduate  from  Lasell 
and  last  June  handed  a  diploma  to  her  grand- 
daughter, a  member  of  the  Class  of  '88. 

But  from  the  time  Billie  took  that  final  walk  to 
the  "Crow's  Nest"  and  held  the  torch  for  incom- 
ing freshmen,  the  white  gloves  have  been  ex- 
changed for  sweat  pants,  and  fruit-punch  mixers 
have  given  way  to  pizzas  and  videos. 

"It's  changed  a  lot  since  I  was  there,"  Billie  re- 
members, looking  back  59  years.  "We  had  chapel 
every  morning.  You  had  to  sit  at  a  table  at  lunch 
and  take  turns  playing  hostess.  There  was

Miss  Potter,  I  remember,  who  used  to  hold  get- 
togethers  at  the  college  on  Sunday  afternoons. 
'Lilly  Potter  and  her  little  white  doves,'  we  used 
to  say. 

"The  school  has  changed,  but  so  have  the 
needs  of  young  women  in  society.  It  used  to 
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mean  something  if  you  went  to 
Lasell  —  it  still  does." 

By  the  time  Billie's  daugh- 
ters, Barbara  Cole  French  and 
Bette  Cole  Greene  entered  the 
classes  of  1961  and  1963,  Miss 
Mac,  (Muriel  McClelland)  who 
was  Billie's  gym  teacher,  was 
director  of  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Department.  Her  influence 
on  students  was  still  strong. 

"Miss  Mac  had  a  way  about 
her,"  reminisces  Barbara.  "She 
made  you  want  to  do  your  best 
and  she  always  had  a  smile  for 
you,  even  when  you  had 
blown  it.  You  might  say  she  in- 
spired confidence." 

A  high  point  came  for  Billie 
when  she  encountered  her  fa- 
vorite teacher  30  years  after 
graduation  as  she  showed  her 
daughters  around  campus. 
"She  remembered  me  and  the 
time  I  hit  a  goal  in  soccer,"  Bil- 
lie recounts. 

"We  used  to  joke  with  mom 
because  she  had  the  same  gym 
teacher.  I  was  always  carrying 
messages  back  and  forth  for 
her,"  Bette  says. 

For  Bette,  a  Lasell  education 
gave  her  the  chance  to  get 
closer  to  her  mother  and  be- 
cause she  was  going  in  as  her 
sister  was  going  out,  gossip  got 
infinitely  easier  and  "still  is," 
she  says. 

The  "dungaree  skirt"  was  the 
look  of  the  time,  perhaps  what 
sweat  pants  are  on  today's 
campus.  "We  all  wore  them 
with  fringed  bottoms,"  Bette 
remembers.  "The  big  activity 
before  gym  was  sunbathing  af- 
ter a  game  of  Whist  at  lunch. 
This  you  did  in  your  dungaree 
skirt,  of  course." 

Academics  and  athletics  at 
Lasell  have  changed  a  lot  since 


then.  The  afternoons  when 
Bette's  and  Barbara's  classes 
ended  at  2  p.m.  so  the  girls 
could  get  to  crew  and  volley- 
ball, are  a  thing  of  the  past.  As 
more  and  more  young  women 
entered  the  workforce,  the  col- 
lege broadened  its  academic 
offerings  and  included  practical 
hands-on  experience  in  a  num-

ber  of  fields  to  accommodate 
the  changing  educational 
needs  of  students.  In  a  com- 
petitive world  requiring 
women  to  make  important  de- 
cisions at  home  and  at  work, 
Lasell  offered  students  more 
choices  and  opportunities. 

When  Laura  French, 
Barbara's  daughter,  entered 
Lasell  she  took  advantage  of 
those  new  opportunities.  Laura 
was  not  interested  in  being  a 
secretary  like  her  mother  and 
grandmother.  She  jumped  into 
the  college's  first  class  in  travel 
and  tourism  and  decided  to 
make  it  a  career. 

"I  didn't  really  feel  pressure 
to  go  to  Lasell,"  Laura  explains. 
"My  mother  always  mentioned 
Lasell,  but  kept  telling  me  she 
wouldn't  feel  hurt  if  I  didn't  go 
there.  My  grandmother  even 
wrote  me  a  letter  about  how  I 
shouldn't  feel  pressured." 

Laura  made  a  stab  at  a  local 
nursing  college  her  first  year 
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out  of  high  school,  but  in  the 
end  opted  for  a  fresh  start  at 
Lasell.   "I  could  have  gone  to  a 
four-year  college.  But  I  deliber- 
ately chose  to  go  to  a  two-year 
college.  I  needed  the  time  and 
breathing  space  Lasell  could 
give  me,"  she  says,  adding  that 
although  she  felt  no  pressure 
from  her  family  to  go  to  Lasell, 
the  idea  of  keeping  up  the  fam- 
ily tradition  was  particularly 
rewarding. 

"I  treasure  my  experience  at 
Lasell  more  as  time  goes  on.  As 
for  my  future  daughter,  I  will 
let  her  make  her  own  choice,"

Billie  left  Lasell  to  become  a 
waitress,  a  social  secretary,  and 
a  chauffeur  before  landing  a 
stable  job  at  the  John  Hancock 
Insurance  Co.  Barbara  used  her 
Lasell  skills  to  become  a  medi- 
cal secretary  and  supported 
herself  in  the  years  before  mar- 
riage.
